Conference Notes. 




EEPOBT OF ÜALIFOMïIÀ OONFEREHOE. 
The Conference of the Brcthren church- 
es of the state of Califòrnia assembled at 
IO o'clock. The opening exerciscs were 
conducted by Rev. J. P. Wolfc. A com- 
mittee on organization was appointed, 
which reported as followst— H. R. Hol- 
singer, president; J. P. Wolfe, vice presi- 
dent ; A. T. Plummer, secretary ; B. G. 
Frederick, assistant secretary ; J. H. Gar- 
man, treasurer. 

Elder Holsinger then took the chair and 
assumed his dulícs as raoderator. 

The committee on credentials reported 
the following roll of churches and dcle- 
gates :— Vernalis,— Richard Brown, Víc- 
tor GiUiam, Mrs. J. W. Beer.

On raotion the chair appointed as a 
committee on committecs, B. G. Freder- 
ick, Edward Reynolds, and Mrs. J. W. 
Beer. It was instrticted to appoint the 
following committees : — Committee on 
resohitions, on program and on queries.

Committee 
on queries,— J- W. Rouk, Mrs Kmma 
Reyner and A. T. Plummer. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, APRII. 4. l8 95- 
At 1:30 the Conference opencd with 
devotional exercises. The minutes of the 
forcnoon session were read and approved. 
The reports of the officers of the Brcthren 
Conference of Califòrnia, and of the state 
evangelism were read and accepted. 

The State Evangelist, elder J. H. Gar- 
man, read a very satisfactory report which 
was accepted and placed on íile. 

Then followed the discussion of the 
tòpic, "Revival Mcetings," assigned to 
P, S. Garman. It was discussed by him 
and olhers. After this came the general 
.discussion of the subject, Lay Co-opera- 

:tion. 

Mrs J. W. Beer then read an interest- 
ing paper on "Kíng's Children," also one 
.on The Sistcr's Socicty of Christsan En- 
•deavor. Interesting remarks were made 
,on the se subjecto by Elders Beer and 
Holsinger. 

Mrs. Emma Reyner, Columbus Rouk, 
Edward Reynold, Mi lo Wolfe, and J. H. 
Gardner were elected members of State 
Board of Evangelism. They organized 
«follows:— C. Rouk, president; J. H. 


Gardner, secretary; MÜo Wolfè, freas- 

urer. 

The queries, "Should the State Evan- 
gelist work under the instruction of the 
State Board of Evangelism or of the 
Church r " assigned to J. P. Wòlfc, was dis- 
cussed by him. And i t was decided that 
he should work under the instructions of 
the former. 

Query,— "What does it take to Consti- 
tute the Officers of the Brethren church," 
was discussed by H. R. Holsinger. 

FORENOON SESSION, APRIL 5, 1895. 

The Conference was called to order at 
10:30, and the opening devotional exer- 
cises conducted by moderator, H. R. 
Holsinger. 

The minutes of the previous session 
were read and approved. 

J. W. Beer, C. H. Christenson, H. E. 
Wolfe, Edward Reynolds, and H. R. 
Holsinger were elected trustees of the 
Brethren church of Califòrnia. They 
organized as f ollows : President, J. W. 
Beer ; secretary, H. R. Holsinger ; treas- 
urer, Edward Reynolds. 

The subject, "Erring Members," was 
fully discussed by Elders Beer and Gar- 
man 


What Constitutes Tnie Success,"a pa- 
per writtcn by Thomas Gibson, was read 
and ordered to be sent to the Brethren 
Evangelist for publication. 

The Tòpic, "How Literature helps the 
Church," was discussed by elder H. R. 
Holsinger. Further remarks were made 
by others. An essay on Sabbath-school 
work was then read by B. Frederick. 

The camp mecting committee appoint- 
ed at lastcainp mecting was ackr.owledged 
by the Conference organized :— Presi- 
dent, J. P. Wolfe j secretary, B. Freder- 
ick ; l "rcasucr, Edward Reynolds. A 
motion was made and carried that futurc 
camp mecting committees makc a writtcn 
report to futurc conferences. 

On motion, it was decided to hold the 
next camp meeting at Cook's grove, near 
Kipon. Then followed a general discus- 
sion of the subject, "Ministerial Certifi- 
cates," after which the conference ad- 
journed till 1:30 P. U. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, APRIL 5, 1S95. 

The session was opened with devotional 
exerciscs by moderator, H. R. Holsinger, 

The minutes of the morning session 
were read and approved. 

The query, "Is it Eessential for our Lo- 
cal Churches to have Estabiished Bound 
àries." At the close of which it was 
moved and carried that the boundaries of 
Brethren churches in Califòrnia be fixed. 
D. W. Ronk, Milo Wolfe, and Víctor 
GiUiam were appointed as a committee lo 
determine the boundaries 


The conference then adopted the 
"pledge system" to ra,ise mission funds. 
Elder H. R. Holsinger was elected a 
delegate to the next National Conference 
of the Brethren church and elder P. S. 
Garman alternate delegate 

Moved and carried that the next con- 
ference be held at Turlock, to begin on 
the first Thursday in April, '96, at 3 p. m. 
Moved and carried that each local 
church be given the privilege of caring 
for their poor in the way which they deem 
best. 

J. W. Beer, J. P- Wolfc and Mrs. H. 
E. Wolfe committee on resohitions, sub- 
mitted the following resolutions, which 
were read and approved. 

Rcsolved, That we are grateful to God 
for his protection, care and guidance, 
and for all the innumerable mercies of 
the past and present, and for our blissful 

hrípes of the future. 

Resoived, That we will endeavor to 
makc greater efïorts to sustain and ad- 
vance the work of Evangelism. 

Resoived, That we are thankful to God 
for his merey and goodness, and as his 
children, we will continue to manifest our 
interest in the S. S. of C. E., of the 
Brethren church and the society of King's 
Children, and every effort in harmony 
with the Gospel of Christ for the salva- 
tion of souls, the care of God's children, 
and the advancement of the cause of 
Christ, and the upbuilding of God's king- 

dom. 

Resoived, That we continue to usc and 
enconrage every proper means for the 
abolition and use of all intoxicating liq- 
uors, except for medical and mechanical 
pnrposcs, and that we encourage every 
consistent temperance movement and 

work. 

Res thai, That we still favor the ap- 
pointment of one in each congregation to 
solicit funds for general mission work. 

Resoived, That we tljank our worthy of- 
ficers for the able and impartial manner 
in which they have discharged thctr duties. 
Resoived, That we return a vote of 
thanks to the brethren and sisters of the 
Lathrop church .for the hospitable man- 
ner in which the delegates of the State 
Conference have becn entertained. 

Resoived, That a condensed report of 
the proceedings of the State Conference 
be sent to the Brethren Evancelist for 
publication. 

The minutes of the session were next 
read and adopted. The conference then 
adjourned, and was closed with song and 
prayer.
